Planeloads  of  U.S.  soldiers  arrived  in  Honduras 
Thursday,  ordered  by  President  Reagan  to  coun¬ 
ter  what  he  called  a  Nicaraguan  invasion.  Mean¬ 
while,  members  of  Congress  questioned  the  deci¬ 
sion,  and  presidential  candidates  debated 
Reagan’s  rationale. 

Two  battalions  from  the  82nd  Airborne  Division 
of  Fort  Bragg,  N.C.,  and  two  battalions  from  the 
7th  Light  Infantry  Division  of  h'ort  Ord,  Calif., 
were  combined  into  a  task  force  of  3,000  troops. 

Troops  will  not  engage  in  battle 

Nicaraguan  President  Ortega  responded  that 
his  army  was  “ready  to  combat  and  liquidate  the 
famous  forces  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division.  ” 

Maj.  Gen.  Carl  W.  Stiner,  commander  of  the 
82nd  Airborne,  said  he  knew  of  no  plan  to  have 
U.S.  troops  enter  the  battle  between  the  Sandin- 
istas  and  the  U.S. -backed  Contras.  He  also  said 
there  was  no  plan  to  use  the  troops  if  more  trouble 
broke  out  in  nearby  Panama. 

The  American  forces  streamed  into  Palmerola, 
carried  by  26  military  transport  planes.  The  C- 
141s  landed  at  the  headquarters  of  U.S.  military 
operations  in  Honduras,  40  miles  northwest  of 
Tegucigalpa. 

The  deployment  was  about  126  miles  west  of  the 
area  where  Reagan  administration  officials  say 
the  Nicaraguan  Sandinista  army  has  chased  rebel 
Contra  forces  over  the  border  into  Honduras. 

Col.  Manuel  Suarez  Benavides  said  2,000 
Nicaraguan  soldiers  had  crossed  the  border  and 
penetrated  about  six  miles  in  pursuit  of  Contra 
rebels.  A  military  intelligence  source  said  earlier 
the  Nicaraguans  were  surrounded  by  about  4,000 
Honduran  troopers. 

Suarez  Benavides  would  not  comment  on  Pen¬ 
tagon  reports  of  new  Nicaraguan  attacks  inside. 
Honduras. 


The  Sandinista  movements  did  not  appear  to  be 
a  full-fledged  invasion,  Stiner  said,  saying  he  saw 
the  U.S.  operation  as  a  deterrent. 

Ortega  would  not  say  whether  his  soldiers  had 
crossed  the  border  in  pursuit  of  the  U.S. -sup¬ 
ported  rebels. 

“Here  the  question  is  not  if  army  troops  pene¬ 
trated  Honduran  territory  or  not,  but  that  we  have 
dozens  of  camps  of  mercenary  forces  in  Honduran 
territory,  in  view  of  and  tolerated  by  the  Hon¬ 
duran  government,”  he  said  at  a  news  conference 
in  Managua. 

He  said  Nicaraguan  soldiers  would  not  with¬ 
draw  from  the  border  area.  Ortega  called  the  U.S. 
troop  deployment  “a  dangerous  act”  and  said  it 
was  “another  escalation  of  the  war  against 
Nicaragua.” 

A  spokesman  for  the  Nicaraguan  Foreign  Min¬ 
istry  said  Nicaragua  had  begun  pulling  its  troops 
back  from  the  frontier  region  after  driving  about 
2,000  Contra  rebels  back  into  Honduras.  The  De¬ 
fense  and  P’oreign  ministries  denied  that 
Nicaraguan  troops  entered  Honduras. 

Democrats  critical 

Meanwhile,  senior  congressional  Democrats 
spoke  out  against  the  Reagan  administration’s  ra¬ 
tionale,  with  Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  C. 
Byrd  Jr.,  of  West  Virginia  calling  it  an  “overreac¬ 
tion.” 

Officials  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  predicted  the 
military  situation  would  reignite  the  controversy 
over  Contra  aid  that  has  divided  Congress  for 
several  years.  And  there  was  dispute  among  law¬ 
makers  as  to  whether  Nicaragua  had  indeed  in¬ 
vaded  Honduras,  the  justification  cited  for  the 
decision  to  send  U.S.  forces. 

Byrd  challenged  Reagan’s  justification  for  the 
action.  “It’s  an  overreaction.  We’ve  heard  the  ad¬ 
ministration  cry,  ‘Wolf,  wolf,’  before.” 

Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy,  D-Mass.,  introduced 


legislation  requiring  Reagan  to  obtain  congres¬ 
sional  approval  before  sending  more  troops  to  Hon¬ 
duras.  He  called  the  Reagan  decision  “a  reckless 
escalation  of  the  failed  policy  of  aiding  the 
Nicaraguan  Contras.” 

House  Speaker  Jim  Wright,  D-Texas,  who  has 
supported  the  peace  plan  drafted  by  President  Os¬ 
car  Arias  of  Costa  Rica,  said  sending  U.S.  combat 
troops  to  the  area  was  unjustified.  He  voiced  con¬ 
cern  that  the  White  House  may  have  overblown  the 
incident  for  its  own  purposes. 

The  Contras  have  battled  the  Managua  govern¬ 
ment  for  several  years  with  the  support  of  the 
Reagan  administration,  but  U.S.  aid  to  them  ex¬ 
pired  at  the  end  of  February  and  the  House  refused 
to  renew  it. 

Shultz  took  note  of  that  as  he  appeared  before  the 
Senate  Budget  Committee.  “Obviously  the  decision 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  to  deny  aid  to  the 
resistance  has  dealt  them  —  and  in  my  opinion  their 
cause  of  freedom  • —  a  very  serious  blow,”  he  said. 

Not  all  Democrats  objected  to  Reagan’s  decision. 
Sen.  Alan  Dixon,  D-Ill. ,  said  after  a  classified  brief¬ 
ing  “there  has  clearly  been  a  penetration”  by  San¬ 
dinista  troops  “in  fair  numbers”  into  Honduras. 

Candidates  critical 

Democratic  presidential  contenders  Michael 
Dukakis,  Jesse  Jackson  and  Richard  Gephardt  and 
Republican  Bob  Dole  also  debated  the  dispatch, 
with  Gephardt  saying  Reagan  had  “abandoned  the 
rule  of  law.”  Dole  called  for  U.S.  military  help  for 
the  Nicaraguan  Contra  rebels,  who  he  said  were 
being  “slaughtered  by  the  hundreds.”  Jackson, 
campaigning  in  Michigan,  said,  “We  are  being  told 
we  have  to  be  saved  from  the  Sandinistas.  'There 
are  no  Sandinistas  in  Detroit.”  Gephardt  criticized 
Reagan  for  sending  troops  to  Honduras.  “Now  we 
have  this  overreaction  that  puts  American  troops  in 
harm’s  way,”  he  said.  Dukakis  said  the  decision  to 
send  troops  was  “very  regrettable.”

Banks, 
which  shut  their  doors  March  4,  re¬ 
mained  closed.  “Nobody  is  buying 
anything,”  said  a  lottery  vendor,  dis¬ 
playing  a  fistful  of  unsold  tickets. 

'The  United  States,  seeking  Nor¬ 
iega’s  ouster,  has  applied  economic 
pressure  including  a  freeze  on  Pana¬ 
manian  government  accounts  in  U.S. 
banks  and  the  withholding  of  Panama 
Canal  revenues.  This  has  dried  up  the 
supply  of  U.S.  dollars.  Panama’s.na- 
tional  currency. 

There  were  differing  opinions 
Thursday  on  how  the  coup  attempt  by 
a  group  of  officers  had  affected  Noi'- 
iega,  chief  of  the  Defense  Forces  and 
power  behind  Panama’s  government. 

“If  nothing  else,  what  happened 
Wednesday  showed  that  the  mono¬ 
lithic  Defense  F orces  are  not  so  mono¬ 
lithic  after  all,”  said  one  Western 
diplomat,  speaking  on  condition  of 
anonymity.  “It  also  proved,  conclu¬ 
sively,  I  think,  that  the  loyalty  of  the 
government’s  employees  extends 
only  as  far  as  from  here  to  next  pay¬ 
day,”  the  diplomat  said.  “Their 
strikes  and  demonstrations  were  un¬ 
precedented.” 

A  Latin  American  diplomat  dis¬ 
agreed.  “It  seems  to  me  that  opposi¬ 
tion  political  parties  are  disorganized, 
if  not  divided,”  he  said,  speaking  on 
condition  of  anonymity.  “They  had  an 
opportunity  to  gi-ab  this  thing,  to  lead 
it.  But  where  were  they?”

Predicting  the  outcome  of 
Panama’s  political  problems  would  be 
difficult  because  of  the  United  States’ 
involvement  in  ousting  Gen.  Manuel 
Noriega,  said  a  BYU  political  science 
professor. 

Noriega,  currently  the  military 
leader  in  Panama,  has  received  im¬ 
mense  pressure  from  the  United 
States  to  step  down  from  his  position 
because  of  alleged  connections  with 
drug  trafficking. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  whether 
the  Panamanians  would  remove  Nor¬ 
iega  for  the  reasons  charged  by  the 
United  States,  said  Ladd  Hollist.  The 
likelihood  of  a  military  coup  will  only 
be  told  by  time. 

“There’s  a  particular  leverage  we 
have  there  that  we  don’t  have  in  other 
countries  in  that  their  currency  is  our 
currency.  The  major  problem  is  that 
they  (the  Panamanian  government) 
can’t  pay  their  wage  earners  and  they 
can’t  keep  economic  stability.  Nor¬ 
iega  has  to  stai’t  thinking  about  leav¬ 
ing  and  negotiate  where  he  might  go,” 
he  said. 

Panamanians  have  lost  their  in¬ 
come,  a  major  crisis  that  gets  them 
thinking  about  change,  said  Hollist. 

Unfortunately,  determining  the 
outcome  of  this  crisis  is  difficult.  Even 
if  his  opposition  is  successful  in  get¬ 
ting  Noriega  to  leave,  things  may  not 


change.  Hollist  said  history  demon¬ 
strates  that  revolutionaries  behave 
very  differently  before  and  after  a 
revolution  and  often  don’t  make  the 
social  and  political  changes  they  ex¬ 
pected  or  promised. 

While  there  are  not  any  major 
patterns  that  will  predict  a  coup  or 
revolution,  they  are  often  caused  by 
disparities  in  income  between  rich 
and  poor,  repression  of  the  people, 
land  ownership  being  concentrated 
among  a  few  people,  and  major  con¬ 
flicts  due  to  the  losses  of  war,  Hol¬ 
list  said. 

By  nature,  revolutions  are  almost 
historical  happenstances.  They  oc¬ 
cur  after  a  war  or  civil  strife  when 
the  country  has  experienced  a  great 
loss.  But  when  they  do  happen,  said 
Dave  Chandler,  a  BYU  associate 
professor  of  history,  they  are  usu¬ 
ally  started  by  a  small  gi’oup  of  radi¬ 
cals  or  guerrillas  who  will  try  to  win 
the  support  of  the  peasants  to 
strengthen  their  cause.  When  the 
peasants  are  barely  surviving  and 
not  receiving  the  help  of  the  govern¬ 
ment,  they  may  turn  to  guerrillas  to 
effect  a  change,  he  said. 

Chandler  said  Venustiano  Car¬ 
ranza,  a  Mexican  leader  following 
the  Mexican  Civil  War,  was  a  good 
example  of  a  political  leader  who 
cared  about  his  people  and  spent  his 
time  outside  of  the  Capitol,  talking 
with  the  people  and  suggesting  so¬ 
lutions  for  their  problems. 


Voting  starts  next  week 
for  BYUSA  representatives

Voting  for  the  offices  of  BYUSA 
president  and  BYUSA  Student  Advi¬ 
sory  Council  representatives  will 
take  place  March  23-25,  according  to 
the  ASBYU  attorney  general. 

The  Student  Advisory  Council  will 
have  one  representative  elected  from 
each  college  by  student  vote  and  one 
representative  appointed  by  the  col¬ 
lege  student  councils  from  each  col¬ 
lege. 

Applications  were  clue  Wednesday 
in  the  colleges  for  those  students 
wishing  to  run  for  SAC  elections. 

It’s  too  late  to  apply  to  run  for  SAC 
elections  but  those  who  are  interested 
in  being  appointed  as  their  college 
representative  can  still  apply  by  talk¬ 
ing  to  Cory  Eckel  at  262  Alumni 
House  or  talking  to  their  college  coun¬ 
cil,  said  Eckel,  Student  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation  president. 

“The  college  councils  are  appoint¬ 
ing  (the  representative)  and  the  dean 
will  approve  it,”  said  Eckle. 

Five  out  of  the  10  polling  locations 
will  have  the  SAC  voting,  according 
to  Wade  Mitchell,  co-chairman  of  the 
BYUSA  elections  committee. 

“There  have  never  been  elections  in 
the  colleges  before  because  there  has 
never  been  a  Student  Advisory  Coun¬ 
cil  with  representatives  from  each 
college,”  he  said. 

Colleges  which  didn’t  have  two  ap¬ 
plicants  for  SAC  won’t  be  having  SAC 
elections  in  their  college,  said  Eckle. 

“We  would  have  loved  to  have  elec¬ 
tions  in  every  college;  however,  the 
students  didn’t  apply,  and  you  can’t 


hold  an  election  with  no  candidates,” 
said  Eckel. 

He  said  colleges  that  are  having 
elections  are  providing  voting  booths 
that  haven’t  been  available  before 
now. 

According  to  Mitchell  the  polling 
locations  will  have  a  list  of  names  of 
students  admitted  to  the  college  to 
make  sure  the  students  voting  for 
SAC  representative  are  in  that  col¬ 
lege,  and  after  they  vote  their  name 
will  be  crossed  off  the  list. 

According  to  Eckel,  students  who 
are  the  only  applicant  in  their  college 
will  win  by  default.

Each  of  the  three 
carries  a  $10,000  penalty.  He  said  the  company  will  avail 
itself  of  every  legal  avenue  to  challenge  these  citations,  a 
procedure  which  involves  appeal  to  the  independent  Utah 
UOSH  Review  Commission. 

The  workers  were  withdrawing  the  core  from  a  casting 
of  the  first  stage  of  a  MX  missile  when  the  solid  fuel 
ignited  in  a  fireball.  The  blaze  caused  $6.2  million  in  dam¬ 
ages.  Morton  Thiokol  makes  the  missile’s  four  stages,  and 
the  space  shuttle’s  solid-fuel  rocket  boosters,  one  of  which 
failed  when  the  Challenger  blew  up  in  January  1986. 

Production  held  up 

The  fire  has  held  up  production  of  the  MX  missile  until 
the  cause  and  corrective  measures  could  be  determined. 
Ed  Garrison,  president  of  the  company’s  aerospace  gi’oup, 
said  Morton  'Thiokol  hopes  to  reach  an  agi’eement  on  cor¬ 
rective  measures  with  the  Air  Force  within  two  weeks. 

He  said  those  measures  include  removing  the  Teflon- 
coated  steel  core  at  a  slower  rate  to  reduce  friction,  verifi¬ 
cation  that  the  motor  is  properly  grounded  to  prevent 
buildup  of  static  electricity,  and  installation  of  instru¬ 
ments  to  monitor  static  electricity. 

The  cores,  or  forms,  are  removed  after  the  propellant 
has  been  poured  into  the  casing  and  allowed  to  harden. 

The  state  agency  alleged  that  the  missile  motor  was  not 
properly  gi’ounded  during  the  operation.  But  Lindstrom 
said  the  previous  shift  had  grounded  the  missile  correctly. 

“I  can’t  guarantee  to  you  the  grounding  was  perfect 
when  the  accident  occurred.  I  can  tell  you  that  as  far  as  we 
can  tell,  it  was  installed  properly,”  said  Lindstrom. 

Core  removed 

The  most  likely  area  for  static  electricity  to  build  up  or 
friction  to  occur  is  in  the  aft  end  of  the  i-ocket  where  the 
casing  is  in  contact  with  fins  inside  the  core  which  mold  the 
pi’opellant  so  it  burns  evenly,  said  Lindstrom. 

When  the  core  is  removed,  its  surface  rubs  against  the 
fins,  which  are  removed  separately.  The  surfaces  of  each 
are  coated  with  Teflon,  but  Lindstrom  said  any  contact 
between  surfaces  can  create  static  electricity  or  heat. 

It  takes  up  to  four  hours  to  remove  the  60-inch  core  from 
the  casing.  After  the  initial  phase,  in  which  the  core  is 
lifted  about  30  inches,  crews  are  authorized  to  enter  the 
building  to  remove  a  hydraulic  lift  and  attach  the  core  to  a 
crane  that  completes  the  procedure. 

Lindstrom  said  it  was  possible  the  crew  already  had 
completed  the  first  phase  and  was  in  the  building  to 
change  the  equipment.  If  so,  they  were  following  company 
policy.

NASA  plans  to  launch  another 
space  shuttle  flight  in  August,  said 
the  vice  president  of  Morton  Thiokol. 

According  to  John  D.  Thirkill,  vice 
president  and  general  manager  of 
Space  Operations  at  Morton  Thiokol 
Inc.,  it  will  be  the  first  launch  since 
the  space  shuttle  failure  in  January  of 
1986. 

As  part  of  the  BYU  Engineering 
and  Technology  Symposium,  Thirkill 
spoke  to  faculty  and  students  yester-

day  in  the  Harmon  Continuing  Edu¬ 
cation  Building. 

“The  space  progi’am  needs  new 
dedicated  engineers  to  meet  the  space 
challenges  into  the  next  century,”  he 
said. 

Thirkill  explained  the  reasons  be¬ 
hind  the  Challenger  Space  Shuttle 
failure.  “A  lot  of  time  and  effort  was 
spent  involving  the  Challenger  inci¬ 
dent  and  it  was  mandatory  the  failure 
be  clearly  understood  and  verified,” 
he  said. 

Thiokol  felt  they  had  to  duplicate 
the  failure,  said  Thirkill.  “We  decided 
to  re-evaluate  the  total  design.” 

Hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars 
have  been  spent  to  improve  the  de¬ 
sign. 

The  basic  criteria  was  that  the  seals 
be  verified  to  be  operating  correctly. 

Thirkill  said,  “In  this  program  we 
have  identified  and  addressed  every 
one  of  the  soft  spots. 

The  redesign  program,  known  as 
RSRM  (redesigned  solid  rocket  mo¬ 
tor)  was  tested  and  some  reliability 
enhancements  were  made  on  certain 
parts. 

Thiokol  has  “conducted  literally 
thousands  of  laboratory  tests  on  the 
‘O’  rings,”  said  Thirkill. 

Thiokol  also  made  changes  that 
were  not  necessary  for  reflight,  but 
“were  advisable  for  the  reliability  as¬ 
pect,”  he  said. 

He  also  said  one  of  the  tests  con¬ 
ducted  “conclusively  showed  how 
Challenger  failed.” 

The  most  significant  difference  in 
the  design  is  the  reduction  of  the  ‘O’ 
ring  gap,  said  Thirkill. 

He  also  said  other  measures  to  in¬ 
crease  safety  have  also  been  made. 

“The  Morton  Thiokol-NASA  team 
are  dedicated  to  putting  the  space 
shuttle  back  into  space  as  quickly  as 
possible,”  said  Thirkill.

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Gov.  Mecham  denies  obstructing|  justice 

PHOENIX,  Ariz.  —  Gov.  Evan  Mecham  angi’ily  denied  at  his  impeachment 
trial  Thursday  that  he  ever  intended  to  obstruct  justice  and  suggested  an 
alleged  threat  by  one  of  his  aides  was  “a  total  manufactured  thing.  ” 

Mecham,  fighting  for  his  political  life,  insisted  he  was  kept  in  the  dark  about 
details  of  a  death  threat  allegedly  made  by  one  of  his  staffers.  When  he  did  hear 
about  it,  he  indicated,  he  didn’t  consider  it  a  serious  threat. 

“Two  somewhat  excitable  people  had  a  verbal  exchange  and  somewhere 
along  the  line  there  were  those  who  determined  they  would  make  something 
out  of  it,”  he  said.  “It’s  a  total  manufactured  thing.” 

Mecham  acknowledged,  however,  that  he  ordered  the  state’s  top  lawman 
not  to  cooperate  with  an  attorney  general’s  investigation  of  the  alleged  threat. 

“I  said,  ‘Tell  them  we’ve  looked  into  it  and  there’s  nothing  to  it,”’  Mecham 
said. 

At  another  point,  he  said,  he  told  Department  of  Public  Safety  Director 
Ralph  Milstead:  “If  you  want  my  permission  you  don’t  have  it.” 

He  said  he  did  not  consider  that  hampering  an  investigation. 

During  nearly  three  weeks  of  testimony,  witnesses  have  quoted  Mecham 
aide  Lee  Watkins  as  saying  last  Nov.  12  that  Donna  Carlson,  a  former  Mecham 
aide,  might  “go  on  a  long  boat  ride”  if  she  testified  before  a  gi’and  jury 
investigating  Mecham’s  campaign  fiancnes.  Watkins  has  denied  threatening 
Ms.  Carlson. 


Irish  Republican  Army  buries  member 

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland  —  The  Irish  Republican  Ai’my  buried  a 
guerrilla  Thursday  alongside  the  trampled  graves  and  tumbled  tombstones 
where  a  Protestant  gunman  killed  three  people  and  wounded  68  at  an  IRA 
funeral  a  day  earlier. 

Wearing  shamrocks  and  gi'een  or  black  armbands  on  a  somber  St.  Patrick’s 
Day,  3,000  mourners  gathered  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Milltown  cemetery  to 
bury  Kevin  McCracken  yards  from  where  the  gunman  opened  fire  and  hurled 
grenade?  on  Wednesday. 

At  St.  Patrick’s  Day  services,  Catholic  leaders  appealed  for  calm  amid  fears 
the  cemetery  killings  will  herald  new  and  prolonged  sectarian  clashes.  For  the 
second  day,  police  reported  sporadic  rioting  and  car  burning  in  Belfast’s 
Catholic  districts  Thursday.  Police  kept  a  discreet  distance  while  funeral 
speakers,  standing  amid  tombstones  knocked  over  in  Wednesday’s  pandemo¬ 
nium,  renewed  charges  that  British  authorities  and  Northern  Ireland’s  mainly 
Protestant  police  force  colluded  in  the  attack. 

Party  appreciates  Huntsman's  challenge 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah  industrialist  Jon  Huntsman’s  unexpected 
challenge  of  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  for  the  Republican  gubernatorial  nomina¬ 
tion  will  not  splinter  the  party,  GOP  Chairman  Craig  Moody  says. 

Huntsman  said  he  did  not  plan  to  make  politics  a  career,  but  wanted  to  give 
four  years  of  his  life  to  help  Utah  build  an  industrial  base,  which  he  said  is 
essential  for  the  state  to  remain  economically  viable.  The  50-year-old  million¬ 
aire  served  as  a  special  assistant  to  former  President  Richard  Nixon  in 
1971-72. 

Moody  said  the  executive  committee  will  not  alter  its  previous  endorsement 
of  Bangerter,  who  he  said  understands  that  the  party  leaders  will  remain 
neutral. 

Bangerter  is  gaining  in  the  polls  against  Democratic  opponent  Ted  Wilson, 
Moody  said,  who  in  earlier  polls  has  been  shown  with  as  much  as  a  30  percent 
lead.  More  recent  surveys  still  show  Wilson  ahead  by  25  percent,  however.  He 
acknowledged  .that  the  bid  by  Huntsman,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Huntsman 
Chemical  Corp.,  would  guarantee  that  the  race  would  be  an  aggressive  and 
expensive  one  and  that  the  state  convention  would  be  anything  but  boring. 


Plane  crashes  In  Colombian  mountains 


CUCUTA,  Colombia  —  A  domestic  jetliner  with  up  to  136  passengers  crashed 
during  a  storm  in  the  northern  Colombian  mountains  Thursday  and  burst  into 
flames,  with  no  immediate  sign  of  survivors,  officials  said. 

The  Boeing  727  had  just  left  Cucuta,  about  250  miles  northeast  of  Bogota, 
and  crashed  at  nearby  Zulia,  police  at  the  town  said. 

There  was  no  immediate  confirmation  from  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Agency, 
which  reported  the  Avianca  flight  missing  soon  after  takeoff. 

Zulia  police  said  three  witnesses  reported  that  the  plane  clipped  some  trees, 
then  slammed  into  the  earth  and  burned,  and  they  saw  no  survivors. 

According  to  the  government  air  transport  agency,  it  left  Cucuta  near  the 
Venezuelan  border  at  1:16  p.m.  for  Barranquilla,  a  Caribbean  port. 

The  number  of  passengers  on  board  was  not  clear.  The  agency  said  136, 
including  five  crew  members,  but  Avianca  said  there  were  78  passengers  and 
six  crew. 


Study  links  cholesterol  to  heart  attacks 

SANTA  FE,  N.M.  —  A  25-year  study  of  1,969  men  has  shown  a  direct  link 
between  increased  cholesterol  in  the  diet  and  an  increased  risk  of  a  fatal  heart 
attack,  researchers  said  Thursday. 

Many  previous  studies  have  shown  that  too  much  cholesterol  in  the  blood 
raises  the  risk  of  dying  from  a  heart  attack,  but  this  is  the  first  study  to  show 
convincingly  that  cholesterol  in  the  diet  can  raise  blood  cholesterol  and  in  turn 
increase  the  likelihood  of  death  from  heart  attacks,  researchers  said. 

Furthemore,  the  study  may  explain  why  the  incidence  of  heart  disease  is 
falling  in  the  United  States,  said  the  study’s  author,  Richard  Shekelle  of  the 
University  of  Texas  School  of  Public  Health  in  Houston. 

The  men  Shekelle  studied,  workers  at  a  Western  Electric  Co.  plant  in 
Chicago,  had  a  median  intake  of  737  milligi’ams  of  cholesterol  per  day 
roughly  the  amount  in  three  eggs  —  when  the  study  began. 

“Our  data  are  consistent  with  the  idea  that  this  decline  in  the  intake 
cholesterol  over  the  past  25  years  may  have  contributed  to  the  observ 
decline  in  coronary  heart  disease,”  Shekelle  said  at  an  American  Heart  Assc 
ation  meeting.

Sun  rider  products  under  investigation 

Company  says  difficulties  are  solved

Sunrider  International  claims  that 
renewed  allegations  of  salmonella 
contamination  in  its  health  products 
by  the  Utah  Agriculture  Department 
are  a  rehashing  of  difficulties  the  com¬ 
pany  has  already  solved,  said  the 
company’s  Salt  Lake  City 
spokesman. 

The  UAD  said  recent  tests  indicate 
the  presence  of  the  salmonella  bacte¬ 
ria  in  a  soybean-based  Sunrider 
product  imported  from  Taiwan.  It 
also  ordered  Sunrider  to  stop  produc¬ 
tion  of  its  Vitalite-  and  Nutrient- 
brand  food  supplements. 

Both  products  were  involved  in  an 
earlier  nationwide  recall  that  cost  the 
Torrance,  California-based  company 
roughly  $5  million. 

Seven  violations 

John  Poulson,  supervisor  of  food 
and  dairy  at  the  UAD,  said  Sunrider 


is  suspected  of  seven  UAD  violations. 
“Two  involve  the  adulteration  of  the 
Nutrient  and  Vitalite  product,”  said 
Poulson.  “Two  involve  the  misbrand¬ 
ing  of  and  use  of  an  illegal  food  addi¬ 
tive  in  a  fortune  cookie,  and  three 
involve  the  misbranding  of  the  Nutri¬ 
ent,  Vitalite  and  a  candy  product. 

“We’ve  asked  the  firm  to  cease  pro¬ 
duction  of  all  soy-base  products,”  said 
Poulson.  “We’re  advising  the  public 
that  all  Sunrider  products  with  a  soy 
base  are  suspect.” 

Poulson  said  he  was  fairly  con¬ 
vinced  the  salmonella  problem  did  not 
originate  from  the  Orem  facility.  “Af¬ 
ter  a  fairly  extensive  check  the  re¬ 
sults  came  up  negative. 

Soy  supply  suspect 

“Our  investigation  points  to  the 
fact  that  their  soy  supply  is  the  prob¬ 
lem.  The  fact  it  comes  in  a  powdery 
form  and  is  not  heated  before  packag¬ 
ing  makes  it  more  susceptible  to  con¬ 
tamination.” 


Mike  Clapier,  spokesman  for  Sun- 
rider’s  Orem  facility,  said  the  contam¬ 
inated  soy  products  have  already 
been  destroyed.  “They  hit  us  with  a 
cease  and  desist  order  not  to  dis¬ 
tribute  salmonella-infected  products, 
which  of  course  we  won’t  do.” 

He  said  the  infected  soy  base  has 
already  been  destro.ved.  “In  the  past 
we  received  36  lots  of  our  soy  base. 
The  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
tested  the  lots  Feb.  1.,”  said  Clapier. 

According  to  Clapier,  all  soy  base 
goes  through  a  thorough  inspection 
before  the  powder  substance  is  pack¬ 
aged  and  distributed.  “We  feel  there 
could  be  a  soy  contamination  through¬ 
out  the  industry  and  we’re  looking  for 
a  source  of  soy  that  doesn’t  contain 
salmonella.” 

Clapier  also  said  the  FDA  is  consid¬ 
ering  investigating  all  companies  in 
the  United  States  using  soy  products. 

Poulson  downplayed  Sunrider’s 
theory  of  widespread  soy  contamina¬ 
tion. 


Deseret  Linguistic  Society 
discusses  Book  of  Mormon

The  Deseret  Language  and  Lin¬ 
guistic  Society  Symposium  Thursday 
focused  on  the  evolution  of  language 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Members  of  the  panel  discussed  the 
various  attempts  to  establish  what 
Joseph  Smith  actually  dictated  to  his 
scribes,  in  what  is  called  a  critical 
text. 

“The  critical  text  is  not  the  original 
but  an  attempt  to  get  to  the  original,” 
said  John  W.  Welch,  a  member  of  the 
panel  and  a  pi'ofessor  of  law  at  BYU. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  is  a  composite 
text  with  a  complex  history,  added 
Welch.  However,  the  critical  text  is 
not  critical,  “it  is  a  neutral  report  of 
what  doctrine  has  to  say.” 

The  critical  text  looked  at  15  major 
English  versions  of  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  five  publica¬ 
tions  from  the  Reorganized  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints 
through  the  years. 

The  critical  text  shows  the  history 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  since  Joseph 
Smith  and  his  translation. 

There  have  been  three  critical  text 
volumes  printed  from  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Volume  1  covered  I  Nephi 
through  the  Words  of  Mormon.  Vol¬ 
ume  2  covered  Mosiah  through  Alma 
and  Volume  3  covered  Helaman 
through  Moroni. 

The  text  is  also  printed  in  all  capi¬ 
tals  and  with  no  punctuation,  because 
when  Joseph  Smith  was  dictating  he 
did  not  stop  and  say  what  was  capital¬ 
ized  or  how  it  was  punctuated,  said 
Welch. 
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Lyle  Fletcher,  a  member  of  the 
panel  and  a  BYU  student  working  on 
his  doctorate,  spoke  about  the  origi¬ 
nal  manuscript. 

“There  are  two  manuscripts  which 
can  be  considered  original,”  said 
Fletcher.  “There  is  the  dictated 
manuscript  and  the  printed 
manuscript,  which  were  both  from 
Joseph  Smith,”  he  said. 

From  the  original  manuscript,  they 
have  most  of  I  Nephi,  except  for  two 
or  three  chapters,  and  most  of  Alma. 
However,  Alma  has  torn  corners  and 
holes  on  many  pages. 

Fletcher  looked  at  the  difference 
between  the  1830  edition  and  the  1837 
edition  of  the  Book  of  Moimon.  “Many 
words  and  phrases  were  dropped  or 
changed  between  the  years,”  said 
Fletcher. 

Royal  Skousen,  the  third  member 
of  the  panel  and  a  professor  of  English 
at  BYU,  said  there  is  a  need  for  a 
critical  text. 

“The  critical  text  is  an  apparatus,  it 
shows  the  textual  variants  and  their 
sources,  and  it  allows  the  reader  to 
evaluate  the  decision  of  the  editors,” 
said  Skousen. 

Skousen  also  offered  a  critique  of 
the  critical  text  now  and  suggestion 
for  improvements. 


“Soybean  products  are  used  in  the 
United  States  for  scads  of  things,  l^or 
example,  soy  flour  for  bread  and  soy 
concentrate  is  used  for  protein,”  said 
Poulson.  “We  know  of  no  other  com¬ 
panies  with  salmonella  problems  be¬ 
side  Sunrider.” 


Goi-don  Scott  of  the  Los  Angel 
department  of  the  FDA  declined’ 
comment  on  Sunrider,  claiming  t 
current  situation  was  under  inves 
gation.

“They  insist  on  usii  il 
their  same  supplier.” 

Clapier  said  the  UAD  order  coveFj; 
two  main  areas.  “One,  that  we  find 
raw  product  that  does  not  conta 
salmonella.  We  want  to,  but  it’s  ha 
to  find.” 

The  second  objective  is  to  show  t 
UAD  that  Sunrider’s  products  a 
processed  safely,  said  Clapier. 

“We  felt  we  had  all  these 
rectified.”  He  said  the  strange 
the  investigation  was  that  all  of 
contaminated  soy  base  had  been 
stroyed. 

Clapier  also  said,  “Sunrider 
gorically  denies  that  there  is  any 
gal  sweetener  in  the  company’s 
tune  cookie. 

“It’s  almost  like  there’s  a 
chauvinism  toward  our  company 
hibited  by  the  UAD.

^  The  headmaster  of  the  Governor 
French  Academy  is  organizing  a  Na¬ 
tional  Slide  Rule  Museum  in  this 
southwestern  Illinois  city  as  a  shrine 
to  the  device,  made  virtually  extinct 
by  the  onslaught  of  the  pocket  calcula¬ 
tor  in  the  early  1970s. 

“It  was  the  slide  rule  that  put  to¬ 
gether  ‘E  equals  me  squared,’  it  was 
the  slide  rule  that  put  together  the 
beginning  of  the  space  progi’am. 
Much  of  what  we  talk  about  as  Amer¬ 
ica’s  pre-eminent  technical  position 
was  all  computed  on  slide  rules.” 

Paeltz  yearns  for  a  return  to  pre¬ 
calculator  days  and  thinks  many 
schools  put  too  much  emphasis  on  ma¬ 
chines. 

“A  slide  rule  is  slower,  but  I  won¬ 
der  if  it  doesn’t  have  some  very  bene¬ 
ficial  things. 

“When  there  is  something  physical 
as  well  as  mental  involved  in  a  pro¬ 
cess,  I  think  people  remember  things 
better,”  Paeltz  said.

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Professor  discusses  when  life  begins 


ROTC  Air  Force  drill  teams  take  honor

The  unanswered  question  of  when 
does  the  spirit  enter  the  body  of  an 
unborn  child  was  addressed  at  a  Right 
to  Life  lecture  Thursday  night  at  the 
Campus  Plaza  Lounge. 

“From  the  time  of  conception  to  the 
time  of  birth,  the  fetus  goes  through  a 
series  of  stages  .that  are  not  dramati¬ 
cally  different  one  from  another,”  said 
Dr.  Lester  Allen^  professor  of  zoology 
at  BYU,  the  guest  speaker  at  the  lec¬ 
ture. 

“It  is  difficult  to  pick  out  a  time  you 
could  say  that  this  (the  fetus)  has  be¬ 
come  human,”  said  Allen. 

Allen  addressed  the  question  of 
abortion  and  human  life.  “The  real 


question  is,  what  is  aborted  —  human 
life  or  just  biological  life?”  he  said. 
There  are  1.5  million  abortions

done  each  year.  That  averages  out  to 
be  one  every  five  to  six  minutes,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  Pro  Life  Video,  “Eclipse 
of  Reason.” 

There  are  38  weeks  from  concep¬ 
tion  to  birth.  However,  a  fetus  can 
survive  after  26  weeks  because  of 
modern  technology.  “This  could  be 
improved  to  20  or  18  weeks  with  new 
advancements,”  said  Allen. 

Allen  said  people  have  various 
views  of  when  life  begins.  “Some  con¬ 
sider  life  when  there  is  quickening, 
motion  of  the  baby,  or  when  an  egg 
can  no  longer  form  twins.” 

“This  living  thing,  fetus,  embryo  or 
whatever  you  chose  to  call  it,  will  be¬ 
come  a  real  person  unless  something 
is  wrong  with  it,”  said  Allen,  who  was 
stating  his  theme. 


“Eighty-five  percent  of  conceptions 
.  never  come  to  birth;  this  is  a  common 
thing,”  said  Allen.  “This  usually  hap¬ 
pens  even  before  a  woman  knows 
she’s  pregnant.” 

Allen  went  through  the  various 
stages  of  pregnancy.  At  seven  weeks, 
brain  waves  are  detected,  and  at 
eight  weeks  a  heart  beat  can  be 
heard. 

“Human  life  is  a  continum,”  said 
Allen.  “Is  what  is  killed  human  life?  Is 
the  fertilized  egg  human?  These  ques¬ 
tions  are  asked  to  define  life.” 

“At  every  stage  in  pregnancy  there 
is  something  so  wonderful  and  so  pre¬ 
cious  —  we  have  a  tremendous  re¬ 
sponsibility  not  to  treat  lightly  the 
termination  of  whatever  life  there  is,” 
said  Allen.

scripture  has  made  an  attempt  to 
make  the  week-long  celebration  more 
familiar  to  students. 

Victor  L.  Ludlow,  who  did.  his 
graduate  study  at  a  Jewish  univer¬ 
sity,  treated  approximately  250  stu¬ 
dents  and  guests  to  an  authentic 
Passover  feast  Tuesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day  nights  in  the  ELWC  Skyroom. 

“What  I  try  to  do  is  provide  what 
you  call  a  traditional  English  celebra¬ 
tion  of  Passover,”  Ludlow  said.  “It 
had  enough  range  of  historical  con¬ 
text  that  I  thought  it  might  be  valu¬ 
able  for  the  students.” 

The  Passover  holiday,  which  falls 
sometime  during  the  end  of  March 
and  the  end  of  April,  historically  com¬ 
memorates  the  deliverance  of  the  He¬ 
brews  from  slavery  in  Egypt. 

On  the  eve  of  Passover,  Jewish 
families  gather  for  the  Passover  ban¬ 
quet,  called  the  Seder  ceremony  com¬ 
prised  of  symbolic  foods.  The  families 
celebrate  when  God  promised  to  pass 
over  the  houses  and  spare  the  first 
born. 

“Ordinarily,  the  Passover  is  a  fam¬ 
ily  celebration,”  in  which  the  patri¬ 
arch  of  the  family  presides,  said  Lud¬ 
low. 

In  order  to  imitate  this  traditional 
set-up,  Ludlow  seats  the  Passover 
participants  at  large  round  tables  and 
chooses  the  oldest  male  to  serve  as 
patriarch. 

Just  as  the  Jewish  father  reads 
from  the  Haggadah,  a  book  contain¬ 


ing  ancient  legends,  prayers  and 
songs,  Ludlow  reads  to  the  guests  as 
they  participate  in  the  14  steps  of  the 
Passover. 

Ludlow  also  serves  traditional 
foods  such  as  flat  cakes  of  unleavened 
bread  called  matzoth,  “the  bread  of 
affliction.”  Matzoth  serves  as  a  re¬ 
minder  of  the  hasty  manner  in  which 
the  Israelites  fled  Egypt. 

Bitter  herbs  (maror)  represent  the 
hard  life  of  the  Israelites  in  Egypt  and 
usually  get  the  strongest  reaction 
from  students. 

“They  clear  your  sinus  and  you  feel 
like  the  top  of  your  head  is  going  to 
explode,”  Ludlow  said. 

Participants  also  partake  of  the 
four  cups  of  wine  traditional  in  the 
feast. 

“Of  course,  it’s  new  wine,  of  the 
Welch’s  variety,”  Ludlow  added. 

“It  (Ludlow’s  banquet)  is  primarily 
a  cultural  experience,  but  it  is  a  nice 
social  opportunity  for  people  to  meet 
people,”  Ludlow  said.  “Hopefully  it  is 
a  bit  of  spiritual  experience  as  well.” 

Ludlow  said  he  has  never  encoun¬ 
tered  resentment  from  the  Jewish 
community,  only  invitations  to  help. 


Elder  Perry  says  'prepare'

.Now,  is  the  time  for  Latter-day 
Saint  youth  to  prepare  to  serve  the 
Lord  on  full-time^missions,  said  Elder 
L.  Tom  Perry,  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

“Lwish  that  I’d  been  better  pre¬ 
pared  as  I  went  into  the  mission  field. 
I  had  to  internalize  the  gospel  before  I 
was  prepared  to  teach.  Now  is  the 
time  for  you  to  make  that  preparation 
so  that  your  first- few  months  will  not 
be  wasted  as  mine  were,”  said  this 
general  authority  at  the  Prospective 
Missionary  Conference  Thursday 
evening. 

He  told  the  audience  to  use  every 
hour  possible  to  increase  their  knowl¬ 
edge  and  understanding  of  the  gospel, 
so  that  they  would  be  prepared  to 
serve  with  all  their  heart,  might, 
mind  and  strength. 

“The  scriptures  use  the  heart  as  the 
center  of  feelings,  our  beliefs.  The 
greatest  of  all  our  emotions  is  to  de¬ 
velop  our  true  love  for  our  Lord  our 
God,  His  Son  and  for  our  fellow  men,” 
said  Elder  Perry. 

Love  is  the  doctrine  that  changes 
men’s  lives,  he  said.  It  is  the  power 
that  has  more  influence  for  good  than 
any  other  worldly  power  known  to 
man. 

“Might  is  synonymous  with  power. 
Power  comes  from  developing  the  tal¬ 


ents  our  Father  in  Heaven  has  placed 
us  with,”  he  said.  None  of  His  chil¬ 
dren  has  ever  been  placed  upon  the 
Earth  without  an  abundance  of  tal- 
ent.  : 

“The  best  way  you  can  pf&pafe  foii: 
your  mission  is  to  develop  the  talents 
your  Heavenly  Father  has  blessed 
you  with,”  he  said. 

Our  mind  is  our  intellect  and  our 
power  to  reason.  Elder  Perry  said. 
The  mind  should  be  used  to  store  up 
knowledge,  to  catalog  information 
and  file  it  away  so  it  can  be  used  when 
it  is  needed. 

“It  is  the  combination  of  both  body 
and  spirit  that  makes  for  a  successful 
missionary.  Now  is  the  time  for  you  to 
begin  building  yourself  up  physically 
and  preparing  the  habits  of  your  life,” 
said  Elder  Perry. 

The  field  is  white  and  ready  to  be 
harvested,  he  said.  Currently  there 
are  79  nations  which  the  Church  is 
teaching  in.  However,  there  are  88 
additional  nations  which  the  Church 
has  not  yet  entered. 

In  1987,  more  new  missionaries 
were  called  than  ever  before,  said  El¬ 
der  Perry.  However,  more  missionar¬ 
ies  are  still  needed. 

“Go  forward  with  the  right  spirit . . . 
for  if  you  go  forward  with  the  great 
desire  to  turn  yourself  over  to  the 
Lord,  He  will  reward  you  with  inspi¬ 
ration,  kindness  and  that  special  sen¬ 
sitivity  which  you  require  in  order  to 
teach,”  said  Elder  Perry.

“Our 
team  is  very  close.” 

BYU  now  advances  to  the  second 
round  to  play  against  Louiville  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon.  Game  time  is  set  for  5 
p.m.  (MST)  and  can  be  seen  on  KSL- 
TV  (chan.  5).  A  win  against  Louiville, 
which  advanced  with  a  70-61  point 
win  over  Oregon  State  University  in 
its  first  round,  would  put  BYU  in  the 
final  “sweet  sixteen.” 

■  '  Louisville  has  a  record  of  22-10  and 
earned  a  berth  to  the  tournament  by 
winning  the  Metro  Athletic  Confer¬ 
ence. 

In  other  games,  WAC  tournament 
champion  and  14th  ranked  Wyoming 
was  upset  by  Loyola,  Calif.,  in  the 
first  round  of  the  West  Subregionals 
at  Salt  Lake  City  119-115.  It  was  the 
highest  scoring  game  in  NCAA  tour¬ 
nament  history  as  five  Wyoming  play¬ 
ers  fouled  out  during  the  game. 

The  University  of  Utah,  playing  in 
its  second  consecutive  NI’T  tourna¬ 
ment,  lost  66-55  to  Evansville,  Ind., 
in  its  first  round  opener  while  New 
Mexico  beat  Providence  86-75  also  in 
the  NIT. 

In  other  NCAA  first  round  action, 
Rhode  Island  upset  Missouri  87-80; 
Syracuse  beat  North  Carolina  A&T 
69-55;  SMU  beat  Notre  Dame  83-75;

94-66.

Debate  continues  on  wages 

Utah  congressmen  oppose  bill  to  raise  minimum  wage

Utah  congressmen  are  opposing  legislation  to  raise  the 
current  federal  minimum  wage  of  $3.35  per  hour  to  $5.05 
over  the  next  four  years. 

Congressmen  Howard  Nielson,  R-Utah,  and  James 
Hansen,  R-Utah,  said  they  are  opposed  to  the  legislation 
because  it  will  hurt  small  businesses,  which  are  a  signifi¬ 
cant  part  of  the  state  economy. 

“The  congressman  is  not  supporting  this  particular  min¬ 
imum  wage  bill,”  said  Ruth  Webb  McCormick,  Nielson’s 
public  relations  spokeswoman.  “It  will  have  a  bad  effect  on 
the  economy.  Inasmuch  as  the  wage  increase  will  hurt 
small  businesses,  it  will  hurt  Utah’s  economy.” 

McCormick  said  Nielson  would  support  legislation  to 
raise  the  minimum  wage  at  a  more  gradual  level.  She  said 
the  four-year  increase  was  too  fast  and  could  stimulate 
inflation. 

Corine  Larsen,  Hansen’s  legislative  assistant,  said  the 
bill  would  put  small  businesses  in  a  difficult  position  and 
hurt  the  people  the  bill  was  meant  to  help.  “Most  of  the 
small  businesses  we’ve  heard  from  would  be  hit  very 
hard,”  said  Larsen.  The  bill  would  hurt  teen-agers  and 


lower-income  workers  because  their  jobs  are  often  the 
first  to  be  eliminated  when  small  businesses  are  losing 
money.  It  would  be  hard  for  small  businesses  if  the  econ¬ 
omy  went  into  a  recession  in  three  years  and  businesses 
would  still  be  required  to  pay  $5.05  an  hour,  she  said. 

The  Democratic-controlled  U.S.  House  Labor  and  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee  approved  the  measure  and  sent  it  to  the 
floor  Wednesday  after  defeating  several  Republican  pro¬ 
posals,  one  of  which  would  have  established  a  “new  hire” 
wage  of  $3.35  an  hour. 

Committee  Chairman  Augustus  Hawkins,  D-Calif., 
said  congressional  action,  which  is  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  April,  was  important  because  a  mini¬ 
mum  wage  increase  will  be  one  of  the  great  election  issues. 

Labor  Secretary  Ann  McLaughlin  has  told  members  of 
Congress  that  senior  White  House  advisers  would  urge 
President  Reagan  to  veto  the  legislation.  She  said  Reagan 
administration  economists  believe  that  raising  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  to  $4.65  an  hour  would  lead  to  a  loss  of  800,000 
jobs  or  more. 

The  Labor  Department  estimated  that  644,000  jobs 
were  lost  when  the  minimum  wage  was  raised  the  last 
time,  said  McCormick.  The  legislation  would  raise  the 
minimum  wage  to  $3.85  an  hour  next  year,  $4.25  in  1990, 
$4.65  in  1991  and  $5.05  in  1992.

The  Phoenix  district  office  of  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  has  filed  a  suit  against  a 
Bountiful  retirement  center  for  al¬ 
leged  sex  discrimination. 

Heritage  Place  is  the  defendant  in  a 
lawsuit  that  alleges  they  paid  female 
cooks  and  night  attendants  less  than 
male  employees  performing  equal 
work,  in  violation  of  the  Equal  Pay 
Act  and  Section  VII  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964. 

Settlement  made 
Ronald  Poulton,  attorney  repre¬ 
senting  Heritage  Place,  said  Heritage 
Place  had  an  out-of-court  settlement 
last  year  with  nine  of  the  10  female 
employees  named  in  the  suit. 

“Just  last  week  the  EEOC  asked  us 
whether  or  not  we  had  sent  the 
women  waiver  claims,”  he  said. 

“It’s  all  been  settled.  ...  They  (the 
EEOC)  just  don’t  have  any  record  of 
what  we  sent  them.  ” 

“The  complaint  was  filed  on  Feb.  8 
in  the  northern  division  of  the  U.S. 
District  Court  in  Bountiful,”  said 
EEOC  trial  attorney  Laura  Speck. 

The.  EEOC  claims  that  Heritage 
Place  paid  female  employees  less  than 
male  counterparts. 

In  addition.  Heritage  Place  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  imposing  intolerable  working 
conditions  upon  and  constructively 
discharged  a  female  employee,  Janita 
Livingston,  because  of  her  sex;  said 
Speck. 

The  complaint  alleges  Livingston’s 
hours  were  cut  back  from  16  hours  a 
week  to  only  four  hours  a  week  which 
forced  her  to  quit,  said  Speck. 

Poulton  said  Livingston’s  job  was 
changed  from  a  day  job  to  a  night  job. 
“Livingston’s  husband  didn’t  want 
her  to  work  a  night  job,  so  she  quit.” 

Employee  filed  complaint 
Heritage  Place  employee  Cather¬ 
ine  Gibson  filed  the  original  complaint 
of  wage  and  sex  discrimination  with 
the  EEOC  after  allegedly  discovering 
there  was  some  discrepancy  between 
the  wage  she  and  her  male  counter¬ 
parts  received.

EEOC  found  there  was  a  discrepancy 
in  pay,”  said  Speck. 

“The  total  of  the  amount  in  dispute 
was  less  than  $5000,”  said  Poulton. 
“Rather  than  admit  to  or  deny  the 
allegations,  we  decided  to  approach 
each  one  of  the  women,  offer  them  a 
settlement  and  have  them  sign  a  re¬ 
lease  and  a  waiver. 

Most  settle 

“Nine  out  of  the  10  women  signed 
the  waiver  and  received  a  settlement. 
One  of  the  women  refused  to  corre¬ 
spond  with  our  office.  So  we  sent  her 
(Gibson)  a  check  by  registered  mail 


which  she  refused  to  cash.  She  said 
she  was  embarrassed  by  the  whole 
situation  and  wasn’t  in  it  for  money,” 
he  said. 

Both  parties  are  currently  in  the 
discovery  process  where  information 
is  being  gathered  by  both  sides. 

However,  Speck  said  she  has  no 
idea  if  and  when  the  case  will  go  to 
trial. 

The  EEOC  enforces  Title  Vll  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  which  pro¬ 
hibits  employment  discrimination 
based  on  race,  color,  religion,  sex  or 
national  origin. 


Aryan  Nations  supporter 
arrested  for  soliciting  sex

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  A  Utah 
white  supremacist  who  drew  national 
attention  during  his  short-lived 
Aryan  Nations  Hour  radio  show  was 
arrested  Monday  and  cited  for  solicit¬ 
ing  sex. 

Dwight  A.  McCarthy,  37,  was  ar¬ 
rested  about  11  p.m.  after  a  man 
made  a  sex-for-hire  deal  with  an  un¬ 
dercover  Salt  Lake  City  police  decoy, 
a  police  report  said. 

Contacted  by  telephone  Thursday, 
McCarthy  verified  he  is  the  person 
who  received  the  citation  but  he  de¬ 
clined  to  comment  further. 

McCarthy  was  issued  a  Class  B 
misdemeanor  sex-for-hire  citation 
and  was  ordered  to  appear  next 
Wednesday  at  10  a.m.  before  5th  Cir¬ 
cuit  Judge  Paul  Grant,  a  coui't  clerk 
said. 

Police  said  the  decoy  was  working 
on  State  Street  when  she  was  ap¬ 
proached  by  a  man  who  asked,  “Are 


you  looking  for  a  date?”  The  man  then 
requested  two  sexual  acts  for  $40,  po¬ 
lice  said. 

McCarthy’s  Saturday  morning  call- 
in  talk  show  lasted  only  two  weeks 
last  December  before  he  reluctantly 
pulled  it  off  radio  station  KZZI.  Sta¬ 
tion  manager  John  Hinton  said  he  lost 
virtually  all  of  his  advertising  during 
the  time  the  show  ran. 

Hinton,  who  personally  opposed 
McCarthy’s  views,  defended  Mc¬ 
Carthy’s  right  to  buy  air  time  from 
KZZI  and  to  express  his  beliefs. 

McCarthy  used  the  Aryan  Nations 
Hour  to  discuss  the  white 
supremacist  group’s  views.  Among 
his  guests  was  Richard  Butler,  .head 
of  the  Hayden  Lake,  Idaho-based 
Aryan  Nations. 

'The  show  rapidly  drew  opposition 
from  a  coalition  of  groups,  among 
them  religious,  student,  and  orga¬ 
nized  labor  gi'oups  as  well  as  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  and  Jewish  De¬ 
fense  League.

of  muck  in  a  drainage  ditch. 

“I  got  there  just  in  time  to  see  them 
put  the  body  in  the  body  bag  —  I’ll 
never  forget  it,”  said  Barnett,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Infant  Swimming  Research, 
an  Orlando,  Fla.,  based  company.

Barnett  became  interested  in  devel¬ 
oping  a  technique  to  teach  aquatic 
survival  to  infants  and  children. 

“Teaching  children  to  swim  is  just 
the  tip  of  the  iceburg  if  there  is  to  be  a 
drop  in  the  4,000  infant  drownings 
there  are  each  year,”  said  Barnett. 
“Some  pediatricians  are  now  calling 
that  an  epidemic.” 

Annual  re-certification  of  ISR  in¬ 
structors  brought  Barnett  to  Provo 
last  week.  Local  instructors  of  Bar¬ 
nett’s  method  had  to  undergo  two 
hours  of  in-water  training  in  addition 
to  10  hours  of  classroom  education. 

ISR  is  the  product  of  research 
aimed  at  developing  the  safest,  most 
efficient  method  of  teaching  infants  to 
swim  and  to  increase  their  chances  of 
survival,  Barnett  said. 

Research  efforts  continue  with  nor¬ 
mal  and  disabled  children.  Working 
with  handicapped  children  forces  the 
ISR  researchers  to  break  steps  down. 
As  a  result,  instructors  working  with 
a  normal  infant  can  go  much  further 
into  detail  and  individualize  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  much  more,  Barnett  said. 

Infant  swimming  lessons 

In  recent  years,  infant  swimming 
lessons  have  been  the  subject  of  a 
gi'eat  deal  of  controversy.  The  issues 
and  concerns  involve  hyponatremia, 
retention  of  skills,  a  false  sense  of  se¬ 
curity  parents  gain  when  their  chil¬ 
dren  have  had  swimming  lessons  and 
the  need  for  lessons  in  the  first  place. 

Hyponatremia,  or  water  intoxica¬ 
tion,  can  occur  when  an  infant  drinks 
too  much  water  or  is  not  excreting 
fluids  properly.  ISR  instructors  re¬ 
quire  parents  to  monitor  their  baby’s 
urine  and  bowel  output  as  well  as 
recording  the  sleep  and  diet  of  their 
baby  while  he  is  enrolled  in  lessons, 
said  Barnett.  The  instructors  analyze 
the  data  sheet  which  parents  bring  to 
the  pool  daily. 

According  to  an  ISR  pamphlet,  re¬ 
tention  of  skills  taught  to  children  de¬ 
pends  on  the  quality  and  manner  of 
instruction.  Swimming  must  be 
taught  to  the  baby  as  a  sensory-motor 
skill.  The  skill  cannot  be  combined 
with  games  and  songs;  if  swimming  is 


presented  as  an  intellectual  skill  to 
the  baby  then  he  will  forget  the 
games,  songs  and  how  to  swim. 

ISR  retention  figures  range  be¬ 
tween  94  percent  and  100  percent  af¬ 
ter  one  year  of  lessons,  according  to 
the  pamphlet. 

Barnett  said  the  primary  focus  of 
lessons  for  the  younger  infant  is  im¬ 
mediate  survival.  Instructors  teach 
the  infant  to  roll  over  on  the  back  and 
float. 

Greater  survival  chances 

Because  older  children  are  physi¬ 
cally  capable  of  more  activity,  more 
advanced  skills  are  required  to  give 
the  child  the  greatest  chance  at  sur¬ 
viving  an  aquatic  accident.  The  matu¬ 
rity  allows  the  child  to  learn  to  pos¬ 
ture  his  body  and  move  his  arms  and 
legs  in  a  coordinated  way  so  swim¬ 
ming  becomes  a  reality,  according  to 
the  pamphlet. 

Barnett  said  25  percent  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  drowned  last  year  had  some 
sort  of  swimming  instruction.  He 
added  not  one  of  the  students  that 
have  been  through  the  ISR  program 
has  drowned. 

“There  are  people  out  there  throw¬ 
ing  children  off  the  diving  board  .  .  . 
other  programs  are  severely  injuring 
and  have  even  killed  children,”  Bar¬ 
nett  said.  Since  1966,  “52,515  children 
have  gone  through  the  program.  That 
represents  over  1.1  million  lessons 
where  our  worst  accident  has  been 
three  stitches  in  the  lower  lip.” 

Barnett  structured  his  college  edu¬ 
cation  to  include  a  wide  scope  of  ar¬ 
eas,  including  child  psychology, 
anatomy  and  statistics.  “I  knew  in  the 
context  of  putting  this  whole  system 
together  I  would  have  to  do  well.  Not 
to  get  a  good  grade;  I  really  had  to 
learn  it. 

“Everything  came  together.  I 
knew  that  I  would  need  all  of  these 
things.  I  knew  there  would  need  to  be 
a  way  to  document  it  all  too,”  Barnett 
said.  “It’s  kind  of  like  a  mechanic  buy¬ 
ing  tools.  He  doesn’t  know  when  he’s 
going  to  need  those  tools,  but  know¬ 
ing  how  to  use  them  and  knowing 
what  it’s  used  for  really  counts.”

TOOELE  —  A  hazardous  waste  in¬ 
cinerator  proposal  planned  for  Tooele 
County  met  stiff  opposition  during  a 
public  hearing  Wednesday  night. 

About  30  attended  the  meeting  on  a 
draft  environmental  impact  state¬ 
ment  prepared  under  a  federal  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Land  Management  contract. 

The  APTUS  incinerator  would  be 
built  68  miles  west  of  Salt  Lake  City 
and  two  miles  south  of  Interstate  80. 

,  Utah  Wildlife  Federation  Vice 
President  Pat  Sackett  said  state  plans 
to  monitor  the  incinerator  only  annu¬ 
ally  were  unacceptable.  He  said  as 


more  incinerators  are  built,  chances 
for  a  hazardous  waste  accident  in¬ 
crease. 

Sackett  said  that  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland,  researchers  found  30 
different  dioxin  compounds  in  the 
wind-bome  ash  of  an  incinerator. 

“Even  trace  amounts  (of  dioxin)  can 
cause  mutations,  birth  defects  and 
even  cancer,”  Sackett  said. 

M.  John  Pilny,  a  retired  safety 
manager  for  NASA,  said  he  was  ap- 
palled  that  so  few  people  showed  up.
